Violent  artillery  fighting  took  place 
yesterday  evening  at  many  pointa  in 
the  Argonne  district,  as  a  result  of 
which  the  trenches  of  the  Germans  were 
damaged  seriously,  according  to  the  re- 
port laaued  thla  afternoon.

SYDNEY,  Australia.  Aug.  30.— On  ac- 
count of  the  dearth  of  officers  for  the 
100,000  troopa  which  Australia  ex- 
pects to  maintain  at  the  front,  young- 
sters at  Duntroon.  the  Sandhurst  of 
Australia,  are  aoklng  commissions  for 
thla  command.  The  Australian  School 
or  Military  Training  haa  been  estab- 
lished only  a  few  yearn  and  the  era  of 
activity  through  which  it  la  now  passing 
is  not  altogether  unlike  the  era  through 
which  West  Point,  the  great  American 
military  school,  paaaed  during  the 
civil  war.  In  the  present  European 
struggle  the  school  haa  loat  Its  founder, 
Major-General  Sir  William  T.  Bridges, 
who  waa  fatally  wounded  by  a  Turklah 
sniper,  and  whose  body  ia  to  be  re- 
moved from  Alexandria  to  Canbarra,  the 
site  of  the  new  Australian  Federal 
Capital.  In  addition  to  this  loss,  eleven 
Officer*  from  the  Duntroon  school  have 
been,  killed  at  the  Dardanelles  and 
twenty-one  have  been  woundad. 

Normally  Duntroon  turns  out  forty 
officers  each  year,  but  this  number 
proved  too  small- In  the  stress  or  war. 
To  meat  th*  demand  for  competent  offi- 
cer*; the  four  year**  curriculum  had  to 
be  readjusted.  When  'the  war  broke  out 
there  were  at  the  academy  twenty- 
seven  Australians  and  eight  New  Zea- 
landers,  who,  within  five  months,  would 
have  graduated.  These  youths  wer* 
graduated  forthwith  and  In  December 
last  thirty-seven  others  were  graduated. 
A  further  batch  of  cadets  is  leaving 
for  the  front  thla  month,  making  a  total 
of  lOt. 

But  not  satisfied  with  this  rate  of 
production,  Colonel  Parnell,  the  com- 
mandant, arranged  with  the  Minister  of 
Defence,  Senator  Pearce,  to  take  in 
trirty-five  young  volunteer  officers 
•elected  for  service  at  the  front.  These 
men  earn*  up  from  the  various  atatea 
of  the  Commonwealth  and  were  given 
two  months'  training  of  a  highly  In- 
tensive and  special ired  character  for  the 
arm  In  which  they  were  to  serve.  At 
th*  end  of  June  the  thirty-five  went  to 
-Join  the  expeditionary  forces  at  the 
Dardanelles  and  with  them  went  thirty- 
four  cadota  who  had  been  specially 
graduated. 

The  youths,  who  must  be  fitted  for 
command  In  a  hurry,  threw  a  great 
amount  of  extra  work  upon  the 
Duntroon  faculty,  and  lectures  and  de- 
monstrations had  to  be  given  dsy  and 
night  to  accomplish  the  purpose  in" 
view — th*  turning  out  of  about  400 
regularly  and  specially  fitted  officers  In 
a  year — but  it  was  done.  Then  the 
War  Office  cabled  that  all  the  Imperial 
officers  on  the  faculty  must  return  at 
once  and  the  college  will  be  crippled  for 
the  time  being.  These  officers  will  be 
replaced  by  wounded  officers  from  Eng- 
land who  have  been  rendered  Incapable 
of  further  fighting,  but  are  quite  com- 
petent to  act  aa  Instructors.  Until  they 
arrive  the  reduced  technical  .  staff  la 
carrying  on  the  ordinary  courae*  with 
the  eighty-four  cadeta  who  are  yet  at 
the  institution.

Both  Berlin  snd  Vienna  lay  emphasis 
on  the  statement  that  Field  Marshal  von 
Htndenburg's  forces  along  the  Dvlna 
River  In  Courland  have  renewed  their 
activities,  which  were  brought  to  a  sud- 
den halt  recently  with  the  success  of  the 
Russians  holding  Riga  as  a  menace  to 
von  Hindenburg's  rear.  In  southwest- 
ern Russia  In  the  Brest-Lltovsk  region, 
the  Austrlans  and  Germane  are  chiefly 
concerned  In  driving  Grand  Duke  Nich- 
olas' armies  further  into  the  Pripet 
marshes,  evidently  with  the  purpose  of 
repeating  the  early  success  or  the  Ger- 
mane in  the  Masurian  Lake  region  of 
Eaat  Prussia. 

To  the  northwest,  in  the  sector  lying 
only  a  short  distance  to  the  eaat  of  the 
Eaat  Pruaslan  frontier,  Berlin  reports  an 
advance  of  the  Teutons  and  the  capture 
of  the  town  of  Llpak,  lying  Just  to  the 
west  or  the  fortress  or  Grodno,  upon 
which  the  aims  or  the  Germans  now  arc 
evidently  centred. 

With  the  opening  or  the  Autumn 
months,  the  military  observers  are  di- 
recting attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
Russian  Fall  storms  are  due  to  begin 
about  October  21.  They  assert  that  they 
arc  the  danger  limit  to  military  opera-, 
ttons  in  the  Eastern  field:  It  Is  recalled 
by  aome  of  these  observers  that  the' 
autumnal  equinox  marked  the  turning 
point  In  the  Napoleonic  campaign.  Th* 
first  warning  waa  a  light  snowfall,  pre- 
ceding the  equinox,  but-  Soon  afterward 
heavy  snows  fell,  and  with  them  came 
disaster  to  Napoleon. 

Desperate  fighting  continues  in  the 
Dardanelles,  In  JJu-^lcinity  of  the  epot 
where  the  Brlffiih  recently  made  their 
landing.  The  Turkish  reports  claim  the 
recapture  by  the  Ottoman  forces  of 
Allied  trenches  with  heavy  Allied  cas- 
ualties. These  claims,  however,  have  not 
yet  been  conceded  by  Great  Britain. 

The  military  operations  in  the  Weat 
have  been  confined  to  trench  fighting. 
On  the  Austro-ltalian  frontier,  the  Ital- 
ians claim  that  their  forces  arc  slowly 
advancing  northward.

ROME,  Aug.  JO.— The  spreading  of 
cholera,  both  in  Auatrla  and  Germany, 
haa  Induced  the  Italian  authorities  to 
adopt  the  moat  energetic  meana  to  pre- 
vent contagion.  The  results  so  far  are 
that  tbe  public  health  policy  of  the  king- 
dom ia  excellent.

LONDON,  Aug.  30— the  Dally  Chron- 
icle publishes  an  Interview  by  Percy 
Alden.  M.P.,  with  Sir  Edwin  Pears.  Mr. 
Alden  points  out  that  Sir  Edwin,  ever 
Islnco  1873,  when  he  settled  in  Con- 
stantinople, haa  been  in  close  touch 
with  Turkey  and  the  Balkana.  As  pre-

On 
the  remainder  ot  the  front,  along  the 
Middle  Nlemen  and  toward  the  south  aa 
far  aa  the  River  Pripet,  our  troopa  con- 
tinue their  retirement  covered  by  rear- 
guards, Which  on  Sunday  repulsed  a 
series  or  German  attacks  in  the  region 
or  Llpak,  inflicting  heavy  losses.  Far- 
ther south  our  rear  guard*  si  rested  a 
stubborn  offensive  by  strong  enemy 
forces  from  the  west  on  th*  front  of 
Pruasany-Ooroditx. 

"In  th*  region  of  Vladlmir-Volynaky 
the  enemy,  having  changed  th*  disposi- 
tion or  hi*  troop*,  continued  on  Sunday 
hla  offensive  with  strong  forces  in  tbe 
direction  or  Vladlmir-Volynsky  and  to- 
ward Lutak.  North  or  Lutsk  figbtlng 
has  occurred  on  both  aides  or  the  river 
Strr." 

Storms  Arc  staging 

Terrific  storms  are  raging  ta  Wealern 
Russia.  Rain  haa  swollen  the  rivers  un- 
til they  are  out  or  their  banks,  aad  th* 
marahes  along  the  Pripet  River  and  trib- 
utaries or  the  Dniester  and  Bug  Rivera 
are  becoming  Impassable  morasses. 

The  German  troopa  will  be  greatly 
handicapped  in  their  advance  by  the 
heavy  rains,  which  are  the  beginning  of 
autumn  storms.

H  tit  LIN.  Aug.  10.— (Via  wireless  to 
say  v  His).— Ths  German  Caret te  pub- 
lishes au  official  reply  to  the  recent 
statement  by  81  r  ttdward  Grey,  with  re- 
lation to  the  speech  of  Chancellor  von 
Bctaraann-Mollweg  at  the  opening  of 
the  last  session  of  the  Reichstag. 

The  Overseas  N«wi  Agency  today 
summarises  the  reply  In  The  Oarette  aa 
follows: 

"At  the  beginning;  the  article  alludes 
to  the  fact  that  Sir  Edward  Orey  diplo- 
matically Ignored  the  valuable  material 
contained  In  reports  from  Belgian  min- 
uter* at  various  European  capitals 
prior  to  the  war,  recently  published  In 
Uermany,  and  goes  more  exhaustively 
into  the  subject  of  threats  against 
Belgium's  neutrality.  The  Chancellor 
never  said  that  Belgium  sold  her  neu- 
trality to  England,  but  asserted  that  It 
had  been  proved  by  documents  that 
Belgium  nan  foatered  British  military 
plana,  thus  herself  violating  neutrality." 

The  article  points  out  that  the  de- 
cision of  all  eventualities  by  Brltiah 
and  Belgian  military  offlcera  must  have 
been   reported    to   the   British     Cabinet.

HUNTERS  RESPONSIBLE 

Governor  of   Oregon  U  Asked  to  Take 

Steps  to  Prevent  Further 

Forest  Fires 

PORTLAND,  Ore.,  Aug.  90.—  With 
more  than  thirty  separate  forest  fires 
burning  in  Oregon  and  southern  parts  of 
Washington,  cltisens  of  Lagrandev  Ore., 
today  appealed  to  the  Governor  of 
Oregon  asking  him  to  place  a  ban  on 
hunting  temporarily.  The  menacing 
timber  fires  have  broken  out  in  a  dozen 
places  in  Union  and  Wallowa  Counties, 
Oregon,  and  by  some  It  is  believed 
hunters  are  responsible.  District 
Forester  Cecil,  stationed  at  Portland  to- 
day announced  that  there  were  thirty 
fire*  reported  within  the  last  two  weeks 
In  Oregon. 

The  situation,  however,  st  no  time 
has  compared  In  seriousness  to  former 
years.  A  slight  rain  has  lessened  the 
dangers  in  some  places  and  now  only 
four  fires  are  giving  serious  trouble  In 
this  Immediate  district.  From  La- 
grande  district,  in  Eastern  Oregon,  the 
report  comes  that  out  of  a  dozen  fires 
only   one   is   under   control    there. 

BOI8E.  Idsho,  Aug.  30.— More  than 
400  men,  rushed  in  special  trains  over 
the  Idaho  Northern  Railroad,  are  fight- 
ing forest  fires  tonight  in  south  central 
Idaho.  The  fires  have  destroyed  thou- 
ssnds  of  acres  of  timber  belonging  to 
the  Government,  state,  the  nolsc-ray- 
ette  Lumber  Company  and  private 
owners.  Without  rain  for  nix  weck« 
the  forests  are  dry  snd  the  fires  are 
gaining  rapidly.

Captain  of  Banish  Steamer  Bays  ■•  Saw 

Submarine  Obese  British 

Troopship 

BALTIMORE,  Md..  Aug.  30.— The  pur- 
suit of  a  British  transport  by  a  German 
submarine,  while  the  transport  was  en- 
deavoring to  hit  the  periscope  of  the 
undersea  boat,  was  witnessed  by  Captain 
sflkkelsen,  of  the  Danish  steamer  Olaf, 
which  arrived  today  from  Bristol,  Eng- 
land. 

Captain  sflkkelsen  said  that  on  August 
23,  the  dsy  after  the  Olaf  left  Bristol, 
the  transport  wss  seen  going  at  a  high 
rate  of  speed,  and  from  time  to  time 
firing  at  the  periscope  of  the  submarine, 
The  distance  between  the  vessels  was 
less  thsn  two  miles,  and  at  intervals 
the  submarine  would  rise  to  the  surface 
snd  dtvc  agsin  to  escape  the. fire  from 
the  transport.

Lord  Cromer  Suggests  That 
Need,  or  Otherwise,  of  Con- 
scription, Should  Be  Left 
Entirely  to  Government. 


LONDON,  Aug.  30. — Lord  Cromer 
gives  reasons  in  The  Times  why  he 
deprecates  conscription.     He  says: 

"In  the  first  plsce,  I  think  that  what- 
ever may  be  my  personal  opinions,  my 
support  would,  at  present,  do  more  harm 
than  good.  It  will  tvn-l  not  to  allay,  but 
rather  to  accentuate,  the  class  contro- 
versy wl.h.  which  .,-e  are  manifestly 
threatened,  and  which,  above  all,  we 
should  endeavor  to  avoid. 

"In  the  second  place.  It  is  obviously 
not  impossible  thst  the  acute  difference 
of  opinion  which  exists  en  this  subject 
may  break  up  the  present  coalition,  ana 
this,  In  my  opinion,  would  be  disastrous, 
it  is  .essential  that  unity  he  preserved, 
even  st  the  expense  of  groat  sacrifice  of 
personal  opinion  on  the  part  of  many. 

"In  the  third  place,  I  think  thie  is 
eminently  a  question  upon  which  the 
Government,  which  has  full  information 
on  the  subject,  should  give  the  lead. 
When  I  say  the  Government.  I  mean 
more  especially  Lord  Kitchener. 

"Circumstances  iiav<  forced  him  into 
s  position  which  is  altogether  unique, 
if  he  were  to  state  publicly  that  com- 
pulsory "service  Is  necessary,  my  belief 
is  that  the  support  of  the  mass  of  the 
public   would   be  at  once  secured. 

"On  the  other  hand,  I  should  regard  it 
as  not  merely  unwise,  but  practically 
hopeless,  to  endeavor  to  enforce  compul- 
sory service  if  Lord  Kitchener  were  to 
adopt  a  hostile  or  even  neutral  attitude. 
There  never  was  a  time  when,  as  It  ap- 
pears to  me,  silence  more  deserved  the 
epithet,  of   golden." 


FLOUR  PRICES  FALL 

Crop  Prospects  OU  Prairie*  Cause  Kotlce- 

able   Drop— Will  Affect  Bread 

later  On 

OTTAWA.  Aug.  30.— The  biggest 
drop  In  the  price  of  flour  since  the  war 
began  took  place  this  morning  when 
the  price  per  barrel  on  No.  1  patent  was 
marked  down  75  cents.  This  Is  for 
car  lots,  the  reduction  for  less  than  car 
lots  being  seventy  cents,  making  the 
price  per  barrel  now  90. 28  and  |0.30.  Tha 
last  fall  In  price  was  In  June,  when  It 
declined  from  17.39  to  97.  The  highest 
It  reached  during  ths  last  IS  rnonini 
was  99.30  per  barrel.  Ths  price  at  the 
beginning  of  the  war  was  96.90,  so  that 
If  flour  comes  down  another  50  cents  It 
will  have  fallen  to  the  level  of  prices 
before  the  war. 

Wholesalers  say  that  the  price  has 
eased  off  owing  to  good  crop  reports 
from  the  West  and  buyers  holding  off 
for  lower  figures.  Baiters  say  they  have 
considerable  stocks  of  flour  on  hand, 
and  that  aa  they  have  to  pay  for  It  at 
the  price  prevailing  when  bought,  it  will 
take  several  weeks  before  the  reduction 
will  bo  felt  by  tha  consumer.  Bread 
has  boon  raised  one  cent  a  loaf  since  tha 
war  began.

So   be   It— William." 


SUGGESTS  NEW  BLOCKADE 


Allies  Should  Prsveat 


Paris  Waiter  Says 

BnppUos  Beanhlag 


PARIS,  Aug.  30.— The  Echo  de  Paris 
suggests  that  the  Allies  establish,  a 
submarine  blockade  in  the  Baltic,  hold- 
ing that  the  development  of  the  sub- 
mersible   shown    in    German    activities, 

renders   tha   scheme   entirely feasible. 

"The  result,"  said  this  newspaper, 
bluntly,  "would  oa  the  steppage  of  Per- 
man  traae  witn  Scandinavia,  which 
would  satisfy  American  objections  that 
the  Allied  blockade  st  present  discrim- 
inates sgalnst  that  country,  a  depres- 
sion of  German  m.  ale,  an«*  a  halt  for 
naval    operations   against    Russls." 

The  writer  cites  the  exploits  of  sub- 
marines In  the  Sea  of  Marmora  to 
prove  this  blockade  possible.  He  sp- 
peals  to  the  authorities  to  adopt  the 
scheme.  If  only  to  check  the  flood  of 
supplies  now  reaching  Germany  through 
Scandinavia.

German  Decision  Abolishes 
Distinction  Between  Abso- 
lute and  Conditional  Contra- 
band Says  Foreign  Office, 


LONDON,  Aug.  2*.— The  British  For- 
eign Office  tonight  Issued  the  following 
statement:  ^ 

"Judgments  recently  have  bcrn  deliv- 
ered by  the  German  prise  court  at  Ham- 
burg in  the  eases  of  the  atenmahlpa 
Maria  and  Batavler  V.  The  Maria,  a 
Dutch  vessel,  was  carrying  a  cargo  of 
wheat  shipped  from  Portland,  Oregon,  to 
Belfast  and  Dublin  She  was  i-aptumd 
and  sunk  by  the  Karlsruhe  (a  German 
cruiser)  In  the  Atlantic  on  September 
21  The  Batavler  V.,  a  Dutch  ▼easel, 
bound  for  London,  was  captured  In  the 
North  Sea  on  March  18  and  taken  to 
Zeebrugge  on  suspicion  of  carrying  con- 
traband. 

"The  sinking  of  the  Maria  was  Justine." 
by  the  German  prise  court  on  the  ground 
that,  having  regard  for  the  place  of  cap- 
ture, the  commander  of  the  Karlsruhe 
was  unable  to  take  the  vesael  into  a 
German  port_or,  a  port  of  an  allied 
power,  and  so  acted  pursuant  to  Article 
112  of  the  German  naval  prise  regula- 
tions This  was  said  not  to  require  any 
further  explanation  and  payment  of  in- 
demnity to  the  owner  was  refused. 

"The  Judgment  shows  that,  In  consid- 
ering the  question  of  destination  of  con- 
ditional contraband,  the  German  prlae 
court  held  that  it  is  to  bo  guided  by  a 
communication  of  the  chief  of  the  gen- 
eral staff  of  the  navy,  addressed  to 
the  court  on  August  IT,  l!Wi,  concerning; 
ports  to  be  regarded  as  fortified  places  or 
as  bases  of  operation  and  supply  for  the 
British  armed  forces  In  Great  Britain  Is- 
sued by   the  supreme  commander. 

"As  the  court  in  other  cases  held  that 
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such  places  as  Ipswich,  foole,  narrow- 
In-Furness  and  Grangemouth  are  bases 
or  fortified  places,  It  may  be  Inferred 
that  these  are  also  Included  In  the  list 
referred  to. 

"In  order  to  rebut  the  presumption 
thus  set  up,  that  conditional  contraband 
destined  for  such  places  is  Intended  for 
military  and  not  for  civil  use,  the  court 
held  that  counter-proof  must  satisfy  the 
most  rigorous  conditions.  It  would  only 
be  possible  to  furnish  it  In  rare  cases. 
With  regard  to  the  cargo  of  wheat 
aboard  the  Maria,  they  held  that  there 
was  no  means  of  ascertaining  with  the 
least  certainty  where  the  wheat  would 
be  used  on  the  arrival  of  the  vessel  at 
Belfast,  and  whether  the  British  Gov- 
ernment would  not  come  upon  the  scene 
as  a  purchaser. 

"The  effect  of  these  decisions  appears 
to  be  to  abolish  In  practice  the  distinc- 
tion of  absolute  and  conditional  contra- 
band of  war." 


NO  REPORT  RECEIVED 


Admiralty  Frof eases  to  Believe 
Arabic  Was  Bonk  by  a 


BERLIN,  via  Amsterdam,  Aug.  30.— 
Eleven  "day*  nnv  now  elapsed  since  the 
sinking  of  the  liner  Arabic,  but  the  Ad- 
miralty haa  received  no  official  wnd  that 
It  was  destroyed  by  a  German  suhinrln«>. 

The  Arabic  was  sunk  on  Aug.  19.  It 
usually  requires  no  more  than  ten  daya 
to  get  a  report  from  a  submarine  of  its 
activities.  In  German  official  circle.*  the 
absence  of  a  direct  report  that  a  sub- 
marine sank  the  Arabic  is  taken  as  con- 
firmation or  the  belief  that  the  liner 
was  destroyed  by  a  mine. 

LONDON.  Aug,  31.— The  German

One  report  of  tho  previous 
bombardment  aald  that  aeveral  enemy 
aubmarlnea  had  been  destroyed.  The 
work  of  tho  fleet  here  la  exceedingly 
lntereatlng,  and  It  la  aurprtalng  that 
the  ships  seem  so  far  to  be  able  to 
soma  and   gn   without  t'angar  of  being 


torpedoed.  Tho  aecret  of  naval  opera - 
tiona  In  the  North  8eu  la  wonderfully 
well  kept.  It  la  so  well  kept  that  the 
world  ts  not  sble  to  appreciate  what  ia 
being  done  there.  When  the  full  atory 
is  told  '  It  will  make  Intensely  in- 
teresting reading, 

The  situation  on  the  Eastern  front 
shows,  no  marked  changes.  Military 
;  critics  are  suggesting  that  the  outcome 
of  the  events  there  during  the  last 
three  months  bdsMteen  ti  victory  for 
the  Russians,  notwithstanding  their 
continued  .  retirement  and  the  abandon- 
ment of  aeveral  I  -portent  cities.  The

cirand  Duke  than  n  hit  opponents. 
.Karly  Autumn  stornja  .haV%:  already 
begun  to  hamper  the  Teutonic  forces, 
and  a  continuance  of  HIM  weather  may 
easily  make  soma  of  their  newly 
acquired  portions  Untenable,  Situated, 
as  they  are,  at  such .  a  distance  from 
the   base  of   operations. 

It  Is  saltr-rh*t-ai.  Italian  force  has 
been  landed  on  the  aalllpoll  Peninsula. 
There  was  really  no  news'  from  this 
field  yesterday,  although  *  Constanti- 
nople dispatch  evera  that  there  haa 
been  heavy  fighting.  If  the  Italian 
force  haa  been  landed,  there  aro  two 
points  at  which  It  la  likely  the  de- 
barkation may  have,  taken  place.  On* 
i«  at  Savin  Bay.  In  which  caae  tho  ob- 
ject would  be  to  capture  the  height  of 
Karl  Bahr,  and  thereby  secure  a  paa- 
•age  overland  to  the  Dardanelles  above 
the  Narrows  and  cut  off  the  Turkish 
force  operating  near  Krl'hla.  Another 
point  is  at  the  head  of  the  Oulf  of 
8s  roe.  near  where  the  peninsula  joins 
the  mainland.  The  dlatance  overland 
to  the  Baa  of  Marmora  at  this  point  la 
abort,  and  with  an  Italian  force  m 
possession  of  the  iathmus.  it  might  be 
that  the  whole  Turkish  army  on  the 
peninsula  would  be  forced  to  sur- 
render.

Heated 
air  pseuaia*  ■»  great  odaajUy  of  water. 
aad  It  Is  thought  by  some  that  tho  con- 
tact of  this  air  with  colder  strata.

Wo  think  observation  establishes  that 
We  only  have  thunderstorms  here  after 
somewhat  prolonged  periods  of  hot. 
aim  weather.  Such  periods  are  by  no 
meant  frequent,  and  probably  when  they 
do  ec«urv  there  often  may  be  air  cor. 
'reS*B-|av  Jbe  upper  atmosphere,  which 
carry  away  any  electrified  strata  that 
may  form. 

.While  speaking  of  this  matter,  it  may 
interest  some  readers  if  we  mention 
a  fow  things  about  thunder  and  light- 
ening. The  received  ex  plana  ton  for 
thunder  ia  that  It  la  duo  to  atmo- 
spheric wavea  sat  up  by  the  paasaga 
of  aa  electric  discharge.  A  flash  -  of 
lightning  la  not,  as  ia  generally  sup- 
posed, tho  paaaage  of  a  "bolt"  through 
the  air.  tt  la  due  to  the  exceedingly 
rapid  electrification  of  atmospheric 
particles.  These  particles  repel  non- 
eiectrified  particles,  thus  causing  a 
partial  vacuum  along  the  path  of  the 
flash.  The  surrounding  air  rushee  in 
to  fill  the  vacuum  and  thus  a  motion 
la  set  up,  which  produces  thunder.  The 
nature  of  the  peal,  that  is,  whether  It 
la  short  snd  crashing,  or  long  and  re- 
verberating. Is  due  to  various  causae. 
Any  person,  who  has  seen  a  "bolt"  of 
lightning  strike,  tho  earth  near  at  hand, 
knows  that  the  thunder  comes  In  the 
forni  of  a  single  crash.  More  distant 
lightning,  snd  especially  what  la  Known 
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afc  "forked,"  producea  a  succeaalon  of 
peals.  These  aro  modified  and  pro- 
longed In  many  cases  by  the  formation 
of  tho  surface  of  the  land.  A  part  "of 
a  prolonged  i»al  of  thunder  la  doubt- 
Jess  due  to  echo. 

"Forked"  lightning  ia  popularly  more 
dreaded  than  any  other  kind,  but  it 
really  Ja  not  any  more  dangerous.  In 
a  straight  flash,  the  electrification  of 
the  air  particles  follows  a  direct  line; 
in  forked  lightning,  it  follows  an  try 
regular  line.  .  What  la  called  "heat" 
lightning,  or  'sheet"  lightning,  Is* 
thought  to'  be'  duo  to  reflection  of  dis- 
tant lightning  from  clouds  or  the 
-Upper  strata  of  the  atmosphere.  Light* 
nlng  "balls"  are  not  very  common; 
They  descend  from  the  clouds,  and 
sometimes  roll  along  the  ground  for  a 
time,  and  then  explode.  They  are  ap- 
parently perfectly  harmless.  It  may 
be  some  comfort  to  timid  people  to 
know  that  the  number  of  deaths  from 
llghtnfhg  in  the  course  of  a,  year  In 
civilised  countries,  where  statistics  are 
kept,  la  not  four  to  every  million  of  the 
population.  The  duration  of  a  flash  of 
lightning  la  estimated  at  one-millionth 
pun  of  a  second,  Nothing  can  move, 
so  rapidly  that  it  will  not  appear  eta- 
tlonary  when  seen  by  lightning.  If  tho 
glare  la  appreciably  prolonged,  the  ex- 
planation la  that  there  have  been  euc- 
cesslve  flashes  ao  nearly,  simultaneous 
that  the  effect  of  one  upon  the  eya  haa 
not  had  time  to  pass  off  befors  another 
comes.-  Perhaps  It  la  ax  well  to  add 
that  thunder  la  abaolutely  harmless.

Kvry  person,  who  has  had  any  experi- 
ence la  examining  evidence,  knows  how 
tnaeeuracias  may  creep  tn  ot  any  of 
tnooe  three  stages,  and  this  Is  why  In- 
telligent Investigators  hesitate  about  be- 
lieving tho  unusual.  There  la  a  beauti- 
ful legend  of  a  dying  Crusader,  who,  as 
be  lay  on  tbo  slope  oft  Mount*  Tabor, 
saw  the  heavens  open  and  hla  betrothed 
appear  In  a  robe  of  shining  white  with 
arms  outstretched  to  Welcome  him. 
Mo  ralaed  hla  arms  towards  her  and 
died  with  a  smile  on  hla  lips.  Later 
hla  comrades  learned  that  the  girl  he 
loved  ao  well  bad  paaaed  away  before 
the  battle  was  fought.

Second  Lieut.  Allister  K.  Oeddes,  of 
the  2nd  Royal  Scots  Fusilier-.,  has  been 
killed  in  action.  He  was  well-known 
and   very   popular  locally. 

Hs  came  to  Victoria  about  four  or 
five  yearn  ago,  and  he  spent  some  time 
In  the  real  estate  and  insurance  busi- 
ness here.  He  was  one  of  the  first 
to  volunteer  his  services  at  the  time 
of  the  Nanalmo  miners'  strike,  and  he 
was  stationed  at  the  Coal  City  for 
ik  vera  1    months. 

A  little  more  than  a  year  ago,  he  re- 
turned to  England,  and  while  there  the 
war  broke  out.  He  «t  once  was  given 
a  lieutenancy  in  the  Royal  Scots  Fun- 
nier*, with  which  unit  he  remained 
until  he  fell  In  battle.  Last*December 
he  was  wounded  and  lnvalded  back  to 
England.

"  Mr.  l-ii. i ham  said  he  had  sold  some

165.  Before  going  away  he  had  asked 
Slddall  to  make  the  collection,  for  which, 
after  a  dispute,  it  was  agreed  that  a 
15  per  cent  commissllon  should  be  paid. 
On  several  occasions  he  had  asked  Bid- 
dull  for  money  and  had  been  told  that 
It  had  not  'been  paid.

IN  FUTURE  Of  B.  C. 


The  Attorney  -  General  Orders 
Prosecutions  to  Be  Instituted 
for  Refusal  to  Send  Children 
to  School  at  Carson. 


A  new  chapter  In  the  history  of,  tha 
Deukhobor  colony  In  British  Columbia 
was  opened  yesterday  when  the  Hon. 
W.  J.  Bowser,  Attorney-General,  is- 
sued instructions  to  Mr.  F.  C.  Mof- 
fatt,  barrister,  of  Kelson,  to  Institute 
actions  against  those  members  of  the 
community  who.  have,  In  specific  In- 
stances, refused  to  comply  with  the 
laws  of  the  country.  The  Government 
which  for  several  years  has  shown 
every  disposition  to  be  lenient  whoa 
the  infractions  of  the  laws  were 
trivial  and  Inconsequential,  has  now 
decided  that  the  present  situation  la 
too  serious  to  be  ignored  any  longer 
and  the  order  has  gone  forth  that  the 
laws  are  to  be  obeyed. 

Ever  since  the  Doukbobor  colony 
was  established  at  a  point  near  Grand 
Forks  some' six  years  ago,  the  mem- 
bers hare  endeavored  to  live  in"  such 
manner  that  they  would  be  Immune 
from  the  application  of  the  laws  of  the 
country,  but  the  matter  has  come  to 
a  head  through  the  Initiative  of  the 
English-speaking  settlers  of  the  com- 
munity, who  object  to  suffering  through 
the   idiosyncracles   of  the   foreigners. 

At  Carson,  near  the  Grand  Forks 
settlement  of  the  Doukhobors.  there  Is 
a  small  school.  At  least  ten  pupils  are 
required  under  the  statute  In  order  to 
have  the  school  kept  In  operation. 
There  was  an  insufficient  number  of 
ICnglish-apeaking  pupl.ls  to  comply 
with  the  law  In  this  respect,  but  the 
parents  of  the  pupils  who  were  avail- 
able  thought  that  their  children  ought 
not  to  be  deprived  of  facilities  for  an 
education     in     this    way,     pointing    nut 


that  there  were  a  large  number  of 
Doukhobor  children  who  ought  to  he 
attending  the  school  and  that  If  they 
did  so  the  school  would  be  kept  open 
and  thus  their  own  children  would 
get  an  education.  An  appeal  was  made 
to  Mr.  Bowser,  and  he  took  the  course 
outlined  above  and  Instructed  counsel 
to  institute  prosecutions  sgalnst  the 
Doukhobor  parents  whose  children, 
should  be  attending  this  school.  An 
inspector  was  sent  up  to  Carson  a  few 
days  ago'  and  the  school  is  now  open. 
Viae  oa  Community  Property 

Mr.  Moftatt  has  been 'instructed  to 
proceed  under  the  legislation  of  1914, 
known  as  the  "Community  Regulation 
Act,"  ..which  makes  provision  to  In- 
stitute prosecutions  against  people  he 
chooses  to  name  as  offending  members 
of  a  community.  He  Is  empowered 
under  the  act  to  serve  any  person  or 
persons  with  a  summons,  which,  if"  not 
obeyed,'  msy  lead  to  attachment  being 
levied   against  community   property. 

In  another  instance  the  Doukhobors 
are  showing  defiance  of  the  public  laws 
of  the  country  and  are  to  be  brought- 
to  book.  Under  the  Stationary  En- 
gineers' Act  (Public  Safety)  they  are 
required  to  take '  out  engineers"  certi- 
ficates and  be  examined  as  to  com- 
petency to  operate  the  boilers  they 
use  In  their  farm  work.  This  they 
have  refused  to  do.  Mr.  Moffatt  has 
been  Instructed  to  Institute  prosecu- 
tions  In    regard    to   this   matter  also. 

"The  Government  has  been  very 
loath  to  do  anything,"  Said  Mr.  Bow- 
ser, "to  disturb  the  peace  of  a  number 
of  people  who  have  many  admirable 
traits  of  character  and  who  have 
shown  themselves  very  Industrious, 
but  It  Is  intolerable  that  any  number 
'of  people  should  be  permitted  to  band 
themselves  together,  and  just  because 
they  choose  to  say  they  are  living 
under  rules  and  regulations  of  their 
own  devising.  ..set  the  laws  of  the 
country  at  defiance.  We  wish  to  work 
no  hardship  upon  the  Doukhobors  nor 
upon  anybody  else  who  chooses  to  come 
to  British  Columbia,  but  the  laws 
must  be  obeyed."

Sir  William  Mackensie,  president  of 
the  Canadian  Northern,  went  over  on 
tha  afternoon  boat  to  Vancouver  on 
Sunday  preparatory  to  boarding  the 
special  train  at  Port  Mann  for  the  re- 
turn to  Toronto  o«'er  Canada's  third 
transcontinental  railway.  Sir  William 
was  accompanied  to  the  Mainland  by 
-Mx, — D. — O. — bow4e, — divisional  ■  engineer 


for  the  Vancouver  Island  section  of 
the  aystem,  who  was  Instructed  to 
proceed  to  Port  Mann  and  arrange  for 
the  shipment  of  the  rails  for  the  Pa-, 
trleia  Bay   line.  •> 

Mr.  Lewis  before  his  departure 
stated  that  Inasmuch  as  the  rslls  were 
all  available,  there  ought  not  to  be 
any  delay  In  getting  on  with  the  work 
of  traeklaylng.  Within  a  week,  he 
anticipated,  the  actual  work  of  putting 
down  the  steel  would  be  under  way. 
The  wharf  at  Patricia  Bay  would  per- 
mit of  the  easy  handling  of  the  cargoes 
of  the  boats  useJ  to  tmrsport  the  rails 
from   the  Mainland. 

On  Saturday  evening  Sir  William 
Mackenxle  had  a  prolonged  conference 
with  Sir  Richard  McBrlde.  and  told 
the  latter  that  he  was  immensely 
pleased  with  the  first  through  run  over 
the  Mainland  section,  and  that  he  could 
take  it  as  a  certainty  that  connection 
would  soon  be  established  with  the 
Island  and  the  Patricia  Bay  line  com- 
pleted. 

"The  statements  made  to  me  by  Sir 
William,"  said  Sir  Richard  yesterday, 
f'were  very  gratifying,  especially 
those  indicating  sn  early  resumption  of 
work  on  the  Vancouver  Island  section. 
Only  those  who  have  been  intimately 
associated  with  the  Canadian  Northern 
project  can  have  any  Idea  of  the  im- 
mensity of  the  obstacles  which  con- 
fronted the  company  In  attempting  to 
complete  its  great  project,  and  tbe 
fact  that  even  while  the  war  Is  on  Sir 
William  has  made  some  progress  in 
bis  efforts  to  surmount  those  obstacles 
is  at  earnest  of  the  bona  fide  inten- 
tions of  the  company,  which  means 
that  tvry  pledge  given  to  the  people 
will  be  fulfilled.  I  understood  from 
the  president  that  the  work  of  laying 
steel  on  the  Island  will  proceed  al- 
most at  once:  In  fact,  just  as  soon  as 
the  rails  can  be  brought  over  from  the 
Mainland.  I  was  especially  pleased  to 
have  this  definite  statement  from  Sir 
William,  as,  aside  altogether  from  the 
gratification  we  will  feel  at  the  re- 
sumption of  work  on  the  Island  lec- 
tion, the  work  of  completing  the  Pa- 
tricia Bay  line  aheuld  give  employment 
to  a  considerable  force  of  men  for  a 
time  and  thus  tend  to  relieve  the  un- 
employed situation.

INVESTIGATE _SHO0TING

— yellowing  the  deliberate  attempt  on 
Saturday  afternoon  by  some  unknown 
to  murder  Mr.  Hugh  Campbell,  an  aged 
rancheer  of  the  Sooke  district,  the  Pro- 
vincial police  were  buey  all  day  on  Sun- 
day and  yesterday  In  searching  for  the 
perpetrator  of  the  crime. 

Few.  if  any.  new  facts  in  connection 
with  the  case,  other  than  those  already 
published  In  The  Coloniet,  were  learned 
yesterday.  Mr.  Campbell's  wounds  were 
of  such  a  serious  nature  that  it  waa 
found  necessary  to  amputate  the  right 
arm.  which  was  riddled  with  shot,  the 
operation  being  performed  at  St  Jo* 
seph's  Hospital  early  Sunday  morning. 
Despite  hie  age — seventy-eight  years — 
Mr.  Campbell  stood  the  shock  of  the 
operation  exceedingly  well,  though  he 
suffered  much  loss  of  blood  between  the 
time  he  received  his  wounds  about 
1:30.  on  Saturday  afternoon  and  his  ar- 
rival at  the  hospital  at  130  o'clock  on 
Sunday   morning.

Oa  Sua* 
day  afternoon  John  Campbell,  a  eon  of 
the  injured  man.  waa  taken  la  charge  by 
tha  police  as  be  waa  driving  his  mother 
from  thd  elty  to  their  home  at  Sooke. 
They  had  been  at  the  hospital  to  oee 
Mr.  CasnpbetL  The  son  has  been  living 
la  a  shaeh  aear  hie  father's  house.  Yes- 
terday h«  wes  released.  Today  the  In- 
vestigation by  the  pstlee  will  ho  re- 
sumed.

Rev.  William  Henry  Da  we.  who  for 
the  paat  throe  years  waa  precentor  at 
Christ  Church  Cathedral,  died  oa  Sun* 
day  morning  after  a  lingering  Illness. 
To  the  many  friends  of  the  deceased 
clergyman  the  news  of  his  death  will 
be  received  with  deep  borrow.  He  waa 
for  some  time  in  precarious  health. 
Throughout  his  Illness,  he  displayed  re* 
markable  courage  and  carried  out  hta 
regular  duties  until  only  recently. 

Rev.  Mr.  Dawe  was  thirty-six  years 
of  age  and  a  native  of  London,  Kngtand. 
When  he  completed  his  preliminary 
training  he  commenced  hla  atudlea  far 
the  priesthood  at  King's  College,  being 
made  deacon  In  the  diocese  of  London  in 
1100.  A  year  later  he  waa  ordained  a 
priest,  and  for  three  successive  years  he 
acted  as  curate  at  St.  Ann's,  Holloway. 
From  the  latter  church  he  went  to  CMo- 
wick  parish  church,  where  he  officiated 
from  1900  to  101..  During  Hi 2  the 
Very  Rev.  A.  J.  Doull,  now  Bishop  of 
the  Kootenay.  made  a  trip  to  the  Old 
Country  and  met  Mr.  Dawe,  whom  he 
arranged  to  have  made  precentor  of  the 
Christ  Church  Cathedral.  In  the  same 
year  he  came  to  this  country,  and  ever 
since  took  a  very  active  part  in  the 
church  services,  especially  while  Bishop 
Doull  was  dean. 

When  Very  Rev.  Dean  Schonsld  took 
charge,  Mr.  Dawe's  duties  were  changed, 
he  being  made  conductor  of  the  Sunday 
School  at  Christ  Church  Catedral*  He 
also  was  put  in  charge  of  the  Koul  Bay 
mission  services,  In  which  he  showed 
much  interest  and  devotion,  lie  was 
forced  to  surrender  liis  active  duties 
about  a  month  ago,  when  his  illness  be- 


came   flatly   more   serious. 

The  deceased  Is  survived  by  a  widow, 
to  whom  the  community  extends  sym- 
pathy in  her  bereavement;  blB  mother, 
who  la  now  on  her  way  to  Victoria  from 
Penticton.  where  she  had  been  visiting, 
and  a  brother,  who  resides  in  this  Prov- 
ince. 

Mr.  Dawe  exerted  untiring  enersy  In 
the  eause  of  the  church,  and  through  hla 
many  excellent  personal  qualities  he  be- 
came, during  his  short  residence  here, 
endeared  both  to  his  co-workers  and  to 
the  congregation. 

The  remains  are  now  reposing  at-  the 
late  residence,  Highland  Drive,  and  tbey 
will  be  transferred  to  Christ  Church 
Cathedral  this  morning.  The  funeral 
service,  which  will  be  conducted  by  Very 
Rev.  Dean  Schofleld,  assisted  by  other 
members  of  the  clergy,  will  take  place 
at  10:30  o'clock.

'Mr,  Wilenkin  Says  When  Rus- 
sia's Millions  Have  Ammuni- 
tion and  Equipment  Em- 
pire's Power  Will  Be  Felt, 


Mr.  Gregory  Wilenkin.  a  member  of 
the  Russian  embassy  in  London,  who 
has  been  in  New  York  as  financial 
representative  of  the  Russian  Govern- 
ment, reached  the  city  on  Sunday  even- 
ing, and  la  a  guest  at  the  Empress 
Hotel.  He  la  accompanied  by  his  son 
Clarence,  who  was  educated  at  Harrow, 
and  who  la  graduating  from  Cam- 
bridge University. 

Mr.  Wilenkin  expressed  himself  as 
very  greatly  Impressed  with  British 
Columbia  on  his  first  visit  to  the 
Province.  "1  have  been  three  times 
around  the  world,"  said  be,  "and  have 
▼lalted  nearly  every  country,  hut  I 
must  say  that  I  believe  that  British 
Columbia  Is  the  ideal  country.  I  am 
enchanted  with  It.  « 

"You  should  have  considerable  busi- 
ness with  Siberia  when  the  war  closes. 
owing  to  the  proximity  of  your  ocean 
ports  to  the  great  harbor  of  Vladivos- 
tok, the  strategical  Importance  of 
which  on  the  Pacific  has  been  Illustrat- 
ed since  the  outbreak  of  the  war.  Vast 
supplies  have  been  aent  there  en  route 
to  the  heart  of  Russia." 

Referring    to    the    progress    of  -was, 


Mr.  Wilenkin  said  that  the  position  of 
Russia  today  was  due  to  a  shortage  of 
munitions.  His  mission  on  ths  conti- 
nent was  to  raise,  through  Messrs.  1. 
P.  Morgan  *  Co..  of  New  York,  and  the 
National  City  Bank,  a  loan  of,  140,000,. 
000  to  provide  for  payment  on  war  or* 
dera.  In  order  to  avoid  the  loas  through 
exchange  between  Petrograd  and  New 
Vork. 

Russia  Is  buying  locomotives  and 
other  supplies  In  Canada,  but  Mr.  Wil- 
enkin explain*)  that  he  has  no  direct 
dealing  with  the  munitions,  that  work 
being  placed  In  the  hands  of  a  com- 
mission. Russia,  he  said,  had  millions 
of  trained  men  to  draw  upon:  and  when 
they  are  properly  supplied  with  ammu- 
nition and  equipment,  the  real  power 
of  the  Empire  would  be  felt.  There 
has  been  a  marvellous  patriotic  out- 
burst throughout  the  whole  ,  country. 
which  la  united  aa  It  never  was  before. 
All  Russians  sre  Inspired  with  a  fer- 
vent patriotism,  which  Is  limited  by 
neither  rnce  nor  creed.

It  was  another  Scottish  woman.  Lady 
Aberdeen,  who  drat  saw  tha  great  need 
of  nurses  wko  should  go  among  the 
people  of  our  wltlea  aod  not  only  tend 
them  In  sickness  but  teach  them  the 
laws  af  health  which,  whoa  observed. 
prevent  illness.  The  work  of  the  nurses 
has  fully  justified  her  belief  that  trained 
women,  receiving  a  modest  bat  sufficient 
salary,  would  be  s  blessing  among  the 
poor  of  large  cities. 

It  waa  not  long  before  it  became  plain 
that  la  the  villages  of  the  Middle  West 
and  of  this  Prorlnce  there  waa  a  err- 
ing need  for  small  hospital*  to  which 
patients,  especially  women  from  homes 
•/here  there  were  few*  comforts,,  could 
be  brought  and  from  which,  when  neeos- 
asry,  skilled  nurses  could  be  aent  with 
all  necessary  appliances,  to  tend  the 
sick. 

The  generosity  of  patriotic  Canadians 
and  the  patronage  and  active'  help  of 
the  Wives  of  successive  Governors-Gen- 
eral, furnished  the  funds  which  made  It 
possible  to  inaugurate  this  plan.  But 
the  little  hospitals,  scattered  at  Ion*  in- 
tervals from  our  own  Ganges  Harbor  to 
Cape  Breton,  only  showed  the  need  for 
fdr  greater  activity.  On  her , western 
Journey  a  few  years  ago,  the  Ducheaa 
of  Conna tight  became  convinced  of  the 
necessity  for  an  extension  of  work 
among  the  farmers  and  other  settlers 
In  all  porta  of  Canada.  In  happier  and 
more  prosperous  times  a  fund  was  raised 
and  thia  la  now  at  the  diepoea!  of  the 
executive  of  the  Order.  It  Is  with  the 
aim  in  view  of  establishing  centres  for 
rural  nursing  that  Mlsa  McRensle  is  now 
In  the  West.  She  has  already  enlisted 
the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the 
Grain  Growers'  Associations  and  the 
Homs-Makers'  Unions  of  the  prairies. 
She  left  here  yesterday  for  a  visit  to 
Alberta,  where  a  new  nursing  centre  will 
be  eatshllshed  In  one  of  the  smsller 
towns  In  the  foothills,  snd  where  an 
opportunity;  will  be  given  her  to  explain 
her  plan  to  other  communities.

It  may  be  that  when  the 
time  comes  for  the  employment  of  skill 
In  design  young  Victorians  will  be  ready 
to  fill  positions.  In  the  meantime  special 
talent  should  be  encouraged.  Educa- 
tlonlats  are  realising  that  in  Great  Bri- 
tain there  will,  after  the  war,  be  greater 
need  than  ever  for  mechanical  excellence. 
Oanadlans,  too,  should  learn  early  that 
It  Is  not  wise  to  be  too  dependent  on 
their  neighbors.  Every  country  has  the 
facilities  for  some  great  manufacture, 
and  British  Columbia,  with  her  mines 
and  forests,  should  have  a  great  indus- 
trial future  before  her.  It  la  quite  time 
the  children  were  getting  ready.

At  pres- 
ent such  lada  are  In  danger  of  falling 
Into  bad  company,  and  Buffering  In 
various  waya  from  the  effects  of  Idle- 
neaa.  They  vary  In  ase  from  eleven  or 
twelve  to  sixteen,  and  it  Is  probable 
their  mental  attainments  .are  much  be* 
low  those  of  lads  of  their  own  age*.

f.  Mltebeil,  acting-  district  engineer, 
the  departmental  dredge  AJ«x  Baa  now 
practically  completed  a  turning  basin 
bavin*  an  area  ot  lO.ftftf  *<iuar*  foot 
dredged  to  M  feet  below  low  wster  for 
oaoan-golng  vessels,  between  the  Outer 
Wharf  end  MacLaughlin  Point,  whicii 
will  be  of  great  assistance  to  veeeela 
leaving  port.

which  has  been  slowly  accumulating 
midway  net  ween  the  lighthouse  and 
hhoal  Point,  'ihe  sandy  beach  which 
tormeriy  surrounded  Bboal  Point  has 
now  practically  disappeared,  the  wash 
of  steamer*  having  carried'  this  out  fo 
deeper  water,  and  where  formerly  there 
was  shallow  water  some  SOO  feet  out 
from  the  rocks  Is  now  deep  water  which 
can  be  safely  used  by  launches  at  all 
stages  of  the  tide. 

This  continual  moving  of  sand  haa 
besn  dealt  with  by  the  departmental 
Plant,  and  the  bank  Which  the  Mudlark 
Is  at  present  removing  has  been  for 
some  time  the  flnal  lodging  place  of  the 
sand  referred  to.  u6od  progress  -haa 
been  made  In  the  removal  of  the  three 
large  masses  of  rock  abutting  oyer  the 
ciiannei  line  in  the  vicinity  of  Pelly 
island  and  Bonghecs  Point.  Both  de- 
partmental drilling  plants  have  been 
continiously  engaged  on  these  three 
rocks  and  on  the  return  of  the  AJax 
to  remove  the  rock  blasted,  further  Im- 
provement* win  be  effected. 

When  weather  conditions  have  pre* 
vented' work  in.  the  vicinity  of  Bhoal 
rtolnt  t.ie-  urertgc*  have  been  cngagou;  , 
is  the  removal  of  allt  from  the  narrow 
c  panne  J  between  Monghees  Point  and  the 
heap  Works,  and  an  additional  width 
of  ?t  feet  dredged  t-<  20  feet  at  low 
water  has  been  provided  on  the  Bong- 
nee*  Point  side  of  this,  the  narrowest 
part  of  the  channel. 

Additional  facilities  have  been  pro- 
vided /or  Government  vessels  by  a 
mooring  basin  dredged  to  II  feet  at 
low  water  opposite  the  Govern  mem 
wharf. 

Book  Sap  Improvements 

I  The  Upper  Harbor  has  been  greatly 
improved  by  the  dredge  Mudlark  and 
the  work  of  providing  a  70-foot  channel 
from  the  Rock  Bay  bridge  to  the 
wnarveg  at  the  southeasterly  end  of  tho 
bay  Is  well  under  way  by  the  dredge 
victoria.  This  work  is  necesssrily  alow 
as  Only  a  few  feet  or  water  are  avail- 
able at  high  tide,  and  those  ualng  the 
bay  are  urged  to  co-operate  in  seeing 
that  the  dredge  Is  not  obstructed  in 
any  way,  as  soma  delay  has  recently 
been  caused  by  the  careless  handling  of 
barges  loaded  with  firewood,  causing 
loss  of  time  and-  davrnrge  to  the  dredge, 
winch  might,  easily  have  been  avoided.

,  One  fatality  occurred  with  the  ram- 
ming of  the  Admiral  Watson  by  Parai- 
so.

HAN  FRANCISCO.  Cal,  Aug.  30.— 
wdouard  Fabre,  the  Canadian  runner, 
won  the  Panama-Facifio  *  International 
Marathon  race  on  Saturday.  Hugh 
nonahan,  of  the  New  York  Athletic 
Cluo,  waa  second,  Oliver  Millard,  of 
the  Olympic  Club  (Sun  Francltsco), 
third. 

Fabre'a  time  for  the  -6  mllea,  3SC 
yard*  waa  3  houra,  56  minutes  and 
41  4-5  aeconda.  Monahan  finished  al- 
moat  a  mile  behind  the  winner  In  8 
hours,  l  minute  and  23  2-S  aeconds. 
Millard's  time  was  3  houra,  11  mlnutea 
and    86    3-5  .  seconds.  « 

Fabre  wreated  the  lead  from  Clifton 
Home,  of  the  Dot-cheater  Club,  Boston, 
in  the  eighteenth  mile,,  and  the  Can- 
adian from  that  time  on  had  things 
much  hla  own  way.  There  were  four- 
teen atarters  in  the  race.  Charlea 
Fores,  of  New  York,  waa  unable  to  go 
moVe   than  seven  mllea. 


'"For  a.  long  time  the  department  hae 
nehn  deelroua  of  making  tho  lawa  In 
reaped  to  the  shooting  of  deer  unlf ornj.

NKW  rOHJC  Aug.  38— The  moat 
noteworthy  feature  of  today's  ir- 
regular market  was  tbe  highly  profes- 
sional character.  Public  or  speculative 
Interest  waa  less  pronounced  than  at 
any  time  since  tbe  readjustment  of 
relatione  with  Germany,  and  pool 
manipulation  waa.  therefore,  leaa  af- 
fective. Elimination  of  a  considerable 
part  of  the  large  abort  interest  in  the 
mora  popular  laauea  alao  served  to  de- 
prive the  long  account  of  aome  of  ita 
recent  animation. 

Tho  moat  significant  and  depressing 
development  waa  a  further  decline  In 
exchange  on  London  to  the  loweat  re- 
cord ret  reported.  Demand  bills  an 
London  fell  to  4.81,  aa  agalnat  last 
week's  low  quotation  of  4.83%.  The 
Paris  cheques  .weakened  3  cents  to 
8.84.  and  Italian  exchange  alao  fell  per- 
ceptibly. German  exchange  waa  only 
slightly  lower,  but  moat  other  continen- 
tal remittances  yieldnd  In  eympathy 
with  London  and  Paris.  Dealings  In 
stocks  were  marked  by  mixed  galna 
and  losses,  the  former  predominating 
Lackawanna  Steel  waa  foremost  among 
the  shares  of  its  class,  advancing  4% 
points  to  the  new  high  price  of  72.

Witb  the  death  of  Alan  Marshall,  who 
Joined  tbe  Australian  contingent  at  the 
outbreak  of  war  aa  a. private,  there  baa 
passed  one 'who  gave  promise  of  being 
one  of  the  finest  all-round  cricketers 
ever  produced  -by  Australia.  Hla  death 
occurred   in    hospital    at   Malta.
